After his true role was revealed by 
his sensational testimony before a con- 
gressional committee in 1950, the Com-' 
munists turned their full fury on him, 
and he was viciously defamed. 

Matt Cvetic's' testimony, not one 
word of which has ever been disproved, 
sent 10 of the top U.S. Reds to prison. 
The U.S. Supreme Court turned all of 
them loose before they had served their 
terms. 

One attempt was made on his life, he 
was threatened continually and forced 
to move frequently. Naturally, there 
was no sorrow in the Comniunist camp 
when Matt Cvetic was found dead of an 
apparent heart-attack in his car on a 
Hollywood street in 1962. ^ 

Communists and their friends would 
like to erase the memory of Matt 
Cvetic, but it should not be forgotten by 
loyal Americans. 

Inasmuch as he had many friends' in 
the Hollywood motion picture colony, 
we think it would be appropriate for 
California's Sen. Murphy to head a 
movement to accord desemng posthu- 
mous honors — including burial in 
Arlington National Cemeter y— to Ma tt 
Cvetic, Reserving patriot.

I wrote a tribute to him at that time that 
was published in THE TIDINGS, Catholic weekly 
newspaper in Los Angeles. 

I had met Matt when he phoned to advertise his 
book, the Big; Dfecision > I visited his apartment 
on Sunset, had breakfast with him on another, 
occasion, and corresponded with him on personal 
matters several other times • 

I was surprised when only a handful attended 
his funeral in L.A. before th.e body was sent to 
his family in the east. 

My reason for writing you is to inquire whether 
you know if any memorial tribute will be given to 
this patriot duriiag July, It seems to ihe someone 
ought to single out July 26 and Matt Cvetic.

Faith in God and the love of truth and principle 
helped him to bear the sacrifices of the strange journey ha 
volunteered to take. 

Matt Cvetic voluntarily turned his back on his family to 
convince the Communists that he would live and believe; In 
Communism and its conspiracy. While his sorrowing family- 
wife, parents, brothers and sisters disowned him for his traitor* 
ous activities; he began for the F.B.I. what eventually wera • 
nine harrowing years of successful counter-espionage within , 
the Communist Party. . , . : 

He carried his burden alone, except for secret encou^ 
ment by a personal confessor and F.B.I, agents who realized 
the vast importance of his findings. 

After his exit from the party and his vital testimonies 
before Congressional committees, a mixture of gloriom tribute^ 
from the country's great with venomous calumnies from Com- 
rade conspirators, Matt Cvetic was stranded alone again in th« 
passing of time as a vigilante trying to stir Americans from 
their apathy. .
